AWAIT DEWEY’S REPORY. 


No Movement of Troops to the 
Orient Until the Victorious 
Commodore Makes Known 
His Needs. 


FOR GARRISON DUTY ONLY. 


Belief That Dewey's Conquest Has 
Been So Complete That Further 
Fighting Will Not Be 
Necessary. 


PLANS FOR INVASION OF CUBA 


Washington, D. C., May 3.—[Special.]— 
Armed invasion of Cuba and the Philippine 
Islands is the one thing which is now engag- 
ing the attention of the war officers of the 
administration. The brilliant success of 
Admiral Dewey in the East Indies can be re- 
peated at almost any time off the coast of 
Cuba, but the problem there, as in the Phil- 
ippines, is how the army can take advan- 
tage of the work of the navy. 

Orders were issued today preparatory to: 
the dispatch of. troops to Manila, but of 
course nothing definite was done pending 
the arrival of official reports from Admiral 
Dewey. The completeness of his success in 
the Bay of Manila was evidently such that 
the soldiers to be sent there will be needed 
for garrison purposes and not for conquest. 

Telegraphic orders were sent to San Fran- 
cisco today to engage nine steamers of the 
Pacific Mail company, which could transport 
without difficulty an army of 10,000 men. 


| Arrangements have also been made to send 
} a supply of coal, if Dewey should ask for it, 


but the understanding is there are about 
rs 000 tons at Manila at the least, and there 

is good ground to belirve thutthe supply is 
much greater. The total bunker capacity of 
the Baltimore is 1,143, of the Boston 459, of 
the Olympia 1,169, and of the Raleigh 450, 
while the Petrel and the Cencord together 
need only 600 tons to fill their bunkers. So 
long as the ships remain in Manila Bay they 
will use but little coal, and it is believed they 
will find there quite enough to keep them 
going for some time to come, as it is known 
that Admiral Dewey filled his ships to their 
capacity and almost overloaded two colliers 
at Hongkong. 


Ten Thousand “a May Be Sent. | 


Just back of Fort Cavite is a doék with 
abundant apparatus for ordinary ship re- 
pairs. The principal problem, therefore, is 
to send men enough to garrison the city, and 
it is believed that10,000 well equipped Amer- 
ican troops will be quite sufficient for this 
purpose. The present plan is to take all the 
National Guard from California, Oregon, 
Washington, Idaho, Nevada, and the far 
Western States generally. 

The aggregate strength of the organized 
militia, according to the latest reports, was 
3,687 for California, 518 for Idaho, 737 for 
Washington, 1,445 for Oregon, 367 for 
Nevada, and 1,056 fo® Colorado. To these 
troops wilPbe added probably a regiment of 


‘regular infantry, another of cavalry, and 


possibly the Texas Rangers or one of the 
new volunteer regiments now being organ- 
ized. The command will probably be given 
to General Merriam, in which case he will 
be made a Major General of volunteers. 
While these plans have all been made in 
outline they will be held in abeyance entirely 
until Dewey's report comes, SO that it may 
be determined what will be necessary to do 
to hold the Philippines as a base of supplies 
for future operations in the East Indies. 
The landing of troops in Cuba is also de- 
pendent upon contingencies. It might be 
done this week and it might not be done for 
a month. What has been done and will be 
done is to strengthen the insurgent army. 
Colonel Nunez has already landed a small 
expedition at Caibairen, and by this time has 
effected, a junction with Gomez. Immense 
quantities of arms, ammunition, food, and 
clothing have been quietly collected at Jack- 
sonville, Tampa, and Key West and are now 
being moved to Cuba. There are five sepa- 
rate commands of the Cubans which will 
have to attended to: Gomez in Santa Clara 
with 2,000 men, Garcia in Sanliago with 6,000 
men, Lope Recio in Puerto Principe with: 
2,500 men, Perico Diez in the Province of 


Havana with 3,000, and Ducasse. with 2,000 4. 


in Pinar del Rio. No one of these separate 
armies is concentrated. 

The insurgent plan of campaign has always 
been to scatter theirforces. It will be neces- 
sary therefore in each case to open up com- 
munication -with the General in command 


and supply him with arms, ammunition, and. 


supplies so that he will be justified in mass- 
ing his troops. This will take time, but it 
is being energetically attended to, and the 
smallest details looked after. The War de- 
partment is now engaged in furnishing the 
insurgents with a large~ upply of horses. 
During the last three months, owing to the 


approaching crisis and the presence of the 


American fleet off Key West, filibustering 
expedition’ from this country to Cuba have 


nearly stopped. 
Insurgent Forces Are Hungry.. 

The result is that the insurgent forces 
are in a badly demoralized condition. Wey- 
ler’s troops swept through Cuba like an 
army: of locusts, devouring everything be- 
fore them and rendering the greater por- 
tion of the island a veritable desert. The 
insurgent’ forces have had a hard time. to 
secure the. bare -necessaries of life. They 


| have been. nearly starving for three months,

The first movenfent towards -iavana will

Dispatches today from Santiago were to 
the effect that the Spanish troops had evac- 
uated the Town of Bayamo, which had been 
occupied by General Garcia. There is a be- 
lief that Blanco is endeavoring to move his 
troops entirely from the east end of the 
island, sending them by transports to Bata- 
bano, on the south shore of the Province of 
Havana, from which the railroad furnishes 
easy communication with the capital. The. 


-only ships of the United States now on the 


south coast are guarding Cienfuegos, so that 
in all probability Blanco will bring his troops 


from Santiago, Puerto Principe, and Sancti . 


Spiritus and add them to the garrison in 
Havana. 


Absolute Control in the East. 


This will leave the two eastern provinces 
of Cuba in the absolute control of the insur- 
gents. The occupation of Bayamo by Gar- 
cia furnishes an easy means of communica- 
tion with him through the port of Manza- 
nillo in-the Bay of Good Hope, or * Bueno 
Esperanza,’ as he would call it. It may 
take some weeks to armand equip the insur- 
gent forces so that they will be effective in 
pushing on the siege of Havana. It will not 
be necessary to land United States troops 
to secure the support of the insurgents, as 
this can be done by expeditions similar in all 
respects to those carried on in flilibustering 
days. 

The insurgent Generals are particularly 
desirous of having the honor of marching 
into Havana as victors, and they say they 
could easily do this if properly equipped 
by the United States. They realize, how- 
ever, that it will take many weary weeks for 
a land campaign toward the capital city, and 
in the meanwhile the unfortunate con- 
centrados in the Provinces of Matanzas, 
Santa Clara, Havana, and Pinar del Rio are 
vent this a landing 
come almost imperatively necessary, 

Dr- Guiteras, the famous Cuban expert on 
yellow fever, has been in W ashington in con- 
sultation with the authorities. He assured 
them that there was little or no danger of 
fever, provided the American troops were 
kept away from the large cities. He called 
attention to the fact that numbers of Amer'- 
cans had served with the insurgents during 
the last three years, and no one of them haa 
contracted the disease. Yeliow fever, lie 
said, was largely the result of centuries of 
defiance of ordinary sanitary precautions. 
Havana, Matanzas, Sagua la Grande, and 
other large towns are plague spots, but the 
open country is generally frce from conta- 
gion. 

Dr. Guiteras, who hds been 
from a marine hospital service, was ordered 
today to Tampa, to go with the troops to 
be sent from there, and to have general 
supervision of the sanitary arrangements 
for the army of occupation. Where that 
army will actually go is a secret, of course, 


but it is not so much a of a secret where it is 


likely to go. 
Meanwhile the People Starve. 


Reports have reached here only this even- 
e from Ja- 
maica that the famine in Hayana has 
reached a point where something will break 
before long. It would be easy to starve out 
Blanco’s troops, but unfortunately they are 
the last ones to feel the scarcity of food, 
and the people of the city are the chief 
sufferers. An attempt to relieve them would 
have been made tomorrow had it not been 
for the uncertainty in regard te the Spanish 
flotilla, which left the Cape Verde Islands 
last Friday, headed westward. They may 
go to the Canaries, but, as those islands be- 
long to Spain, the arrival of the fleet there 
will be kept secret as long as possible. 

There is a feeling in the Navy department 
that ‘the Spanish fleet is en route to Cape 
St. Roque, on the extreme eastern point of 
Brazil, and that their mission is to Me in wait 
there for the battleship Oregon, the gunboat 
Marietta, and the purchased cruiser. Nic- 
theroy.. From the Cape Verdes to Pernam- 
buco is only 1,600 miles. The Spanish cruis- 
ers have a registered speed of twenty knots 
an hour. If they made only fifteen knots, 
which is a good sea speed, they would be due 
off Cape St. Roque tomorrow. ; 


Waiting to Hear from the Fleet. 


If they started westward and then turned 
to the Canaries they are at the latter place 
now. It will probably be impossible for the 
Navy department to learn of the where- 
abouts of the Spaniards until they are 
spoken by some foreign merchant ship. 


The Oregon and its two consorts would » 
give the four Spanish ships a liy ely fight of 


it, but in the end would be likely to be out- 
classed. For this reason a peculiar game of 
international politics is being played. Brazil 
has not yet declared neutrality and this per- 
mits the American warship to Stay at Rio 
Janeiro. There is a belief which may not 
be altogether well founded that Brazil will 
keep ports free until the United States gives 
the word, which will not be until after the 
whereabouts of the Spanish fleet has been 
determined. 

It is this uncertainty which is delaying op- 
erations-in Cuba, for if the Spanish turn up 
on the South American coast it may be 
necessary to send Sampson's battleships and 
armored cruisers. to meet them, and it is not 
deemed wise to undertake offensive opera- 
tions in Cuba with the possibility of the 
fleet being suddenly divided. The lighter 
ships under Sampson are excellent for 
blockaders, but they could not reduce the 
fortifications, as most of the gunboats and 
cruisers carry rapid-fire guns only and 
would not be a match for the heavy rifles et’ 
Balasco, to the east of Morro Castle, or at 
the Santa Clara batteries west of Havana. 


If word is received within a day or two that. 
the Spanish fleet has retreated to the Can- > 


aries, as many of the strategists believe, 


there will be an immediate attack by the 
fleet on Cuba, followed by the landing of 
troops from the regular army, and the re-. 
sult will be even more brilliant than ‘he 
fight in the Manild Bay, which nas set the 
whole toshouting .

Madrid, May 3.—Advices to the government 
from Manila say. 

“ Only the outlying native have 
suffered. They are now in flames. Occa- 
sionally a shell fell in the European town, 
where a few houses were struck. 

‘The batteries of the Cludadela, espetially 
large guns, are vigorously replying to the 
American fire and have inflicted considerable 
damage on the fleet.” 

‘ Insurgents Expect to Win. 

Hongkong, May 3.—No news of any de- 
scription in regard to the battle of Manila 
has been received here with the exception of 
the information cabled from London.

BRITAIN’S OFFER IS REFUSED. 


Spanish Government Declines to Ac- 
cept the Protectorate Over the 
Chinese in Manila. 


Madrid, May 3.—The. official account of 


Captain General Augusti’s communication 


as to the offer of the British Consul at Ma- 
nila to place all Chinese subjects in’ the 
Philippines under the protection of the Brit- 
ish flag says: 

‘“*Captain General Augustt wires that the 
British Consul called upon him to say tha 
he would take the Chinese subjects in the 
Philippines under the British flag in order 
to safeguard their lives and property. The 
Captain General added that a number of rich 
and infiuential Chinese at Manila had as- 
sured him that they were satisfied with the 
protection of Spain. -Sefior Moret, Secre- 
tary of the Colonies, replied te Captain Gen- 
eral Augusti that there was no reason to 
accept the protectorate which the British 
Consul wished to exercise. The _ British 
Consul's offer has been communicated to 
the powers.”’ 

The government apparently sees some deep 
laid machination on the part of Great Brit- 
ain, for, the official note says: 

“This news caused surprise, although 
people are accustomed to the methods 
those who direct British interests.” 

The question is asked: ‘‘ What can be the 
object of the British request? CHina is 
not in a position to expect this or any other 
proteetorate, but the British take it upon 
themselyes to be the protectors of th 
celestig] empire against French, Russian, 
and German ambitions, with a view un- 
doubtedly to acquire a new title by the pro- 
tection of Chinese in the Philippines. The 
Spanish government cannot accept the role

London, May 4.—The Madrid correspond- 
ent of the Daily Mall, telegraphing on Tues- 
day, says: 


There is no longer any doubt that the 


internal situation is causing the gov- 
ernment almost as much uneasiness as the 
external. Last night’s denionstration was 
one of the most serious in some time, since 
those openly participating showed their rev- 
ojutionary tendencies.

The torpedo boat Ericsson on Sunday no- 
ticed a large number of infantry passing 
eastward, towards Matanzas, on the beach, 
The Ericsson followed them for miles, but 
used no guns. Later they noticed another 
large number of infantry going eastward 
and apparently driving prisoners before 
them. 
_ The Ericsson yesterday saw about two 
hundred cavalry and three hundred infantry 
passing Jaruco beach, towards Matanzas. 
It signaled the Wilmington, which fired a. 
small gun and then a four-inch shell. 

Though a mile and a half away, two men 
could be seen to drop, and the cavalry and 
infantry dashed pell mell into the bushes and 
up the hill. There was a fine confusion of 
horses, pack mules, cavalry, and infantry 
for an instant. 
.. The Ericsson yesterday discovered a force 
of men at work on a new fort four miles east 


of Cojima. It was being built on the second 
pot four of fivé small hills at some distance 


from shore. All afternoom and tight the 
Ericsson’ s men watched the men at work. 
They made out sixteen cavalrymen quar- 
tered. in.the plantation house near the fort. 

Finally, this morning, the Ericsson ran 
across the , Wilmington, and Captain Todd 
was informed.

The War department fs in receipt of nu- 
merous dispatches from State authorities in 
relation to the lack of camp equipage and 
f£quipment in many of the commands:. The 
requests have assumed an imperative and 
urgent tone, and have led to a good deal of 
discomfiture in Washington, all the more so 
because there ts an insufficient stock of ma- 
terial on hand. Contracts are being award- 
ead in Philadelphia by the depot quarter- 
master for over $5,000,000 worth of clothing 
and camp utensils and equipage. The prin- 
cipal delay is in the matter of tentage, and 
there are indications that those who control 
the supply of duck are not disposed to resist 
the temptation to exact specially lucrative 
prices for the material which is urgently re- 
quired. The State troops are fairly weil 


be furnished many of them. The official re- 
ports show the deficiencies which must be 
supplied by the general government. 

Most of the field and staff officers in all the 
States own their mounts. In Alabama, 
Arkansas, Illinois, Mississippi, New Hamp- 
shire, New Jersey.
